PASSING ARISTOCRACY 
AROUND. 


Henry Wales, writing from Moscow, says that 
@ Russian family of four is expected to live on 
an income of $45 a month. Forty-five dollars 
may go a little farther tn Russia than it does 
m this country, but not much farther. The 
coarsest kind of food for the family costs a dollar 
@ day. That leaves little enough for clothing. 
Shoes cost $5 a pair, socks 50 cents, and a shirt 
comes to a dollar. Rent is next to nothing. The 
whole family lives in one room and it costs only 
@ dollar a month. That is about what it is worth. 
It is eight feet square and has one window. For 
entertainment, this family gets tickets occasion- 
ally to a movie or to the theater, and once or 
twice in the summer free transportation to a 
trade union picnic. | 

About all that can be said for life among the 
Russian masses is that it is not much better or 
worse than it was before the Russian revolution 
when society was aristocratic. Then the ideal 
was a glorious upper class, a small middle class 
which managed to get along in relative comfort, 
md a miserable lower class which included nearly 
the whole population. The aristocratie ideal per- 
sists in modified form in much of Europe. Eng- 
lishmen know their place and it is no easy 
achievement to rise from it. By way of improv- 
ime on the aristocratic scheme, the bolsheviks 
have dragged every one to the level of patched 
clothing, wretched food, and hovel dwelling. 

The American ideal to a European aristocrat as 
*o a bolshevik is fantastic. 

rk and have persisted in that view chiefly by 

osing their eyes to the evidence. The American 
ideal is to raise the people at the bottom to the 
cultural and economic level of the Eurapean aris- 
tocracy, and, all things considered, we have done 
pretty well toward achieving the ideal. We have 
made it possible for men to rise as far as their 
brains and ambition will carry them. We have 
never believed that the possession of a father is 
of itself proof of superiority and we do not think 
misery is a proof of virtue. We despise idlers and 
wasters, and we do not think inherited money 
@s good as earned money. | 

Few in this country have even a slim claim to 
nobility in the European sense. Our outstanding 
men are, for the most part, the descendants of 
peasants, farm laborers, petty merchants, im- 
poverished mechanics, and criminals. Had our 
forbears remained abroad, we should, most of 
us, be little better off than they were. We should 
be working the same fields by hand labor, eating 
the same coarse food, living with few comforts, 
The 
contrast between our well being in America and 
the condition of the lower classes in Europe from 
which we are al] sprung is the measure of the 
success of the American experiment. We leave 
ft to the aristocrat and the bolshevik alike to 
laugh that off.

RECENT report on the use of to- 
bacco stated that such use tended 
A to quiet the nerves.

However, on this point 
of soothing the nerves, tobacco got a 
good mark. What was meant was that 
if a man wanted to quietly sit and think, 
or to consider some matter quietly in 
council, he can do so better if he draws 

ona cigar, a pipe, or even a cigaret. 
This is in accord with the general no- 
tion. But one wonders how much of the 
effect is the result of psychology. Writ- 
ers have long played up the ability of 
tobacco to induce calmness of mind. 
Carlyle had his old philosopher smoke 
his pipe as he gazed out over the city 
roofs and philosophized. Kipling played

LAW AND LAWYER. 

Chicago, March 7.—On March 1 the 
Voice of the People speaks through “Jus- 
tice” on the subject of legislative regu- 
lation of the conduct of officials of trust 
companies. He would forbid them draft- 
ing legal documents and giving legal 
advice. 

I should like to call attention to the 
fact that such complaints arise from 
some, Rot all, members of the bar and 
apparently upon the sole ground that it 
tends to interfere with their business. 
The bar as a whole seems concerned only 
with the bank official who uses the in- 
stitution as a business getting agency 
for his law office. A few lawyers would 
have the Bar association advocate a bone 
dry prohibition on the subject, proceed- 


ing apparently upon the theory. that 
business would be driven to them if 
every one else @ble to give worthy advice 
might be silenced. ‘The complaints do 
not come from laymen who have been 
improperly advised free of charge by 
trust company officials and the com- 
plainants’do not ordinarily question the 


versation they seek to regulate. They 
would forbid swapping knives because 
the practice might supplant the use of 
currency. 

By “registered attorneys,” “Justice” 
probably means licensed attorneys who 
are practicing law or attempting to do 
so. I value the acquaintance of a num- 
ber of trust officers. Most of them are 
men who have been licensed by the 
Supreme court to practice law. All of 
them possess educational qualifications 
at least as extensive as the average 
practicing attorney and are experienced 
in the technical and practica] aspects of 
the law pertaining to wills, estates, 
trusts and real estate far beyond the 
average attorney. There is nothing un- 


reasonable about this. The trust officer 


deals with these things all day, every 
day—the average attorney only a part of 
the time and some never. No trust 
officer worthy of his office would at- 
tempt also to practice law nor would he 
decline to employ all of his knowledge 
and experience in the prudent and eco- 
nomical conduct of the business of his 
client and his institution. Only a doit 
would incur for either the expense of 
fees which he was able to avoid. 

Let us not get,to the point where one 
may not counsel where he is able, follow 
his own judgment if he chooses, shave 
his own face, wear last year’s hat and 
freely bother his friends with his ills 
without incurring either penalty of law 
or wrath of bar association, barber, 


| haberdasher or doctor. These are honor- 


able vocations simply because they have 


they have produced. The trust officer 
doesn’t kick because his work at times 
is made harder by the witless work of 
some attorneys who do practice but 
shouldn't. MERCY.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Changes made in the McNary- 
Hau farm relief bill to meet objec- 
tions of President Coolidge are em- 

_ phasized tn a report submitted by 
Senator McNary [Rep., Ore.], chair- 
man of the senate committee on agri- 
culture, to the senate today on behalf 
of the committee. The revised bil! 
was recently given the c_mmittee’s ap- 
proval. 

“There are far reaching changes in 
the provisions of the present bill which 
make it a very different measure from 
that which passed the senate on Feb. 
ll, 1827, although it is addressed to 
the same problem and is based upon 
the same general principles,’’ said 
Senator McNary. 

Provides Alternatives. 

“The present bill proposes two dis- 
tinct and entirely separable remedies. 
First, loans to codperative associations 
at a low rate of interest, as frequently 
suggested by the secretary of agricul- 
ture, Mr. Jardine, and second, in case 

- of failure of the first remedy to ac- 

complish the purposes of the act, the 
making of marketing agreements pro- 
viding that losses on transactions au- 
thorized under the agreements would 
be absorbed by the commodity whose 
producers receive the direct benefit. 
Both methods are directed toward pro- 
moting orderly marketing and, in the 
case of tariff protected commodities, 
making the tariff effective. 

“If any court, in proper proceed- 
ings, should restrain the board from 
entering into marketing agreements 
financed by equalization fees, the 
board would be entirely free to operate 
under the loan plan. 

Meets Coolidge Objection.

Sound Financial Footing 
Insures Safety.

LIMA, Peru, March 8.—The tradi- 
tional] friendship of Peru and the 
United States has endured unbroken 
for more than a century. From the 
time the United States recognized the 
independence of Peru, after the /vic- 
tories of Gen. O’Higgins, Lord Coch- 
rane and Gen. San Martin at Callao, 
until the present day no dispute has 
arigen to interfere with amicable rela- 
tions. 

When I called on President Legula 
for a -second time to present him a 
copy of the interview he had granted 
me, I thanked him for the cordial ex- 
pressions of good will contained in his 
words. 

“You can rest asgured,”’ he said, 
“that my respect and admiration for 
your nation is profound. What I have 


said comes from the bottom of my/ 


heart. My policy is based on this 
feeling, and I do not believe the fu- 
ture will prove it to have been mis- 
taken.” 

Dr. Leguia’s words express the atti- 
tude of the great majority of Peru- 
vians toward our country. The catch- 
word, “American Imperialism,’ hag 
found no place in the Peruvian press 
or among Peruvian public men. Some

Interests U. S. Capital. 

This friendly attitude on the part 
of the government has had a great 
deal to do with the interest taken by 
American financiers in Peruvian de 
velopment, and it is more than prob 
uble that this field will be one of the 
most attractive in South America for 
the investment of American capital. 
Anothér very important factor in th 
attraction has been the sane financ 
condition of the nation during the 
Leguia régime.

The expenditures and 
receipts have been maintained in a 
condition approximating balance 
throughout the administration, any 
surplus being applied to useful public 
works or the decrease in the income 
budget for the following year. For 
this reason American financiers do not 
hesitate to recommend Peruvian issues 
for public works and other purposes 
to the American public. 

There has been a good deal of criti- 
cism of the most recent Peruvian 
loan of $50,000,000, particularly of the 
five per cent “ bankers’ spread” in 
connection with its financing, but it 
has made possible refinancing of a 
number of issues at decreased rates

TERMINAL PLANS

sion that the other great factor in 
our prosperity and its future expan- 
sion is the mechanism and rates of the 
Chicago switching district. 

The period since the adoption of the 
switching tariffs known as the Lowrey 
tate base is the period in which Chi- 
cago has undergone a gigantic meta- 
morphosis from a great gateway mar- 
ket to a metropolitan focus of indus- 


trial production. In truth the rail- 
way terminal structure and mechan- 
ism here are part and parcel of the 
machinery of every manufacturing 
plant, great and small. 

The Chicago manufacturer and. mer- 
chant therefore ought to regard any pro- 
posal or attempt to disarrange this struc- 
ture as keenly as he would view any 
effort by an outsider to tamper with 
the mechanism of his own business. 


Any serious impairment of the efficien- 
cy, flexibility and equity of this terminal 
machine, would prove as disastrous to 
this city as a revocation of our rights 
to water diversion, but we do not see 
any such lively public interest in the 
matter of the proposed alterations in 
switching tariffs as was called forth by 
the water controversy. 

The truth is we have become so used 
to the functioning and rate structure of 
the railway terminal system here, that 
we have become almost unconscious of 
it. The unique flow of intra terminal 
traffic here, and the availability of such 
favorable terms of the products of in- 
dustry within the terminal district to 
the use of other industries is of the very 
essence of Chicago’s economic position 

a 

Traffic men cannot but entertain grave 
misgivings as to the possible menace to. 
Chicago's welfare contained in the pres- 
ent interstate commerce commission case 
involving a proposed advance of switch- 
ing charges and the switching cost 
studies which have grown out of that 
case. They feel that all this may be the 
entering wedge of a movement to s&et 
aside the present switching rate struc- 
ture and the substitution of some kind.

“They get fresh,”’ as the market man 
said. I’ve seen the nicest youngsters 
turn impudent, wilful, peevish, or dis- | 


obedient as they have gone along | 


through school. 


These changes may not always be | 
the result of the influence of other | 


children. Sometimes they are the ef- 


fect of their having teachers who do | 


rot understand them, or who cannot 
control them, 

Now, we can’t always control the 
outside conditions that our boys and 
girls encounter. So we must do one 
of two things—or both. 

We must try to talk things over 
with them, understand what they're 
up against, and try to get them to 
realize that some ways are not de- 
sirable ones to copy. 

“ You'll see whether you can control 
me next time,” was the defiant cry of 
a boy the other day, as he unwillingly 
obeyed his father. He had been hav- 
ing trouble at school and had been 
hearing talk about controlling him, 
and all the antagonism that was in 
him burst out in his home where 
there had never been a glimmer of 
such a feeling before. 

“ Gentle” these feelings out of them. 
Preserve intact the friendliness, the 
good understanding there has always 
been. Tell them to drop all the un- 
pieasant ways on the threshold when 
they come in, as if they were shedding 
a coat. It can be done.
